of them in Taverns, but moſt at Coffee-houſes ;, aslels liable to 
ſuſpition. Now we did not call theſe Aeering-Commitrtees, but 
Clubs ;, and there we had all Freedom both for Privacy and De- 
bate : while the Borowgh of Southwark, Weſtminfer and the Sub- 
x#rbs, proceeded according to our Method. 

Bum. And what are theſe Committees now to do ? 

Citt. Their Commiſfon was to procure Subſcriptions to juſtific 
the Right of Perrr5omne, and to gain Inrelligence : And then eve- 
ry Committee had one man at lcalt in it that wrote Shore-hand. 

Bum. Well, and ahat was he to do ? 


Citt. It was his part to go ſmoaking up and down from one 


Company to another, to fee who was for us, and who againf? 
us; and to take Notes of what People (aid of the Plor, or of 
the King's Witneſſes, or againſt this way of Petitioning. 

Bum. But how came thoſe Commitees (as ye call "um) by their 
Commiſſions ? 


Citr. For that, let me tell you, we had ewo Grand Committees, Two Gran 
that adjourn'd from place to place, as they ſaw occaſion : But Committees, 


they met moſt commonly at Two Coffee-Houſes;, the One near 
Guild-Hall , the other in the Srrand ;, for you mult take notice 
that we went on,hand in hand with our Neighbours in the Main

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Bum. But you do mit teR me yet who ſet up the Other Commit- 
tees. 


The Office of Citt. Theſe two Grand Committees, 1 tell you , nominated 


and appointed the Sub-Committees, gave them their Orders, and 
received their Reports : It.was their Office moreover to digeſt 
Diſcoveries and Informations ;, to inſtrutt Articles , umprove 
Accuſations, manage Controverſies, defray the charge of Tntell;- 
gr and Gatherers of hands, to diſpoſe of Cellettions, to in- 

uence the Arnglieas?s and Domeſticks , and fortifie thoſe that 
were weak in the Faith; to furniſh matter ſometimes for ar- 
YAatuves. 

Bam. What doſt thou mean by Narratives, Citt ? 

Citt. They are only ſtrange Stortes ;, as that of the Dragon in 
Efex:;, Earth-quakes, Sights tn the Air, Prodigies, and the like. 

Bum. One would think, it ſhould not be worth their while, to baſic 
their Heads about ſuch Fooleries as theſe. 

Citt. Now this is thy ſimplicity Bumpkin, for there is not 
any thing that moves the hearts of the People ſo effeCtrally to- 
ward the Work. of the Lord, eſpecially when the Narrative car- 
ries ſome Hiſterical Remargque in the Tail of it: As for the pur- 
poſe,this or that happewd in ſuch a Kings Reign, and ſoon after ſigh 
and ſuch troubles begl the Church axd State ;, ſuch 2 Crvil War, 
fuch or ſach'a Perſecution, or Invaſioy follow?d upon it.

Hands. 

Cite. And ſo were we in the City, Bumpkin, and if it had not

manner. and after this, I fila up all thoſe ſpaces with Names that 7 
either Remember'd or Invented my ſelf, or could get out of two or 
three Chriſtning-books. There are 4 World ( ye know ) of Smiths, 
Browns, Clarks, Walkers, Woods, ſo that I furniſh'd my Cata- 
logue with a matter of Fifty apiece of th:ſe Sir-Names,which IChri- 
ſten'd my ſelf. And beſides, we had all the Non-conformiſt Mini- 
ſters s# the Country for «s, and they brought in a power of hands. 

Citt. What do you talk of your Non-conform:ſts ? They do but 
work 7errney-Work to Ours. We have the Heads of all the Pro- 
reſtant Diſenters in the Nation,here in this Town; why,we have 
more Rel:gions Bum<4in,in this City,than you have. People in your 
whole Countrey. 

Bum. Ay, and *tis a great Bleſſing too, that when Profellors are 
at ſo mighty Variance among them elves, there ſhauld be ſo wonder- 
ful an Agreement i» the Common Cauſe. 

Citt. And that's notably obſerv'd, Bumkin ;, for ſo we found 
it here. The Presbyterian got Hands of His Party; the Indepen- 
dent of His, the Baptiſt of His, the Fif th- Monarchy-man of His ;, 
and fo throughour all our Diviſions : and we had ſtill the moſt 
zealous man in His way, to gather the $u5/criptions : And when 
they had compleated their Roll, they diſchargd themſelves as 
Naturally into the Grand Committee, as Rivers into the Sea z and 
then we were lure of all the Republicans.
